The Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority was told by the Sel- 
ectmen that if Mr Buzzell 
should give his approval this 
week they will be told immed- 
in order that a fur- 
ther discussion could be held 
Selectman Charles Black was 
the person who asked that the 
Town Counsel first approve of 
all documents,

OUR FUTURE SCHOOLS PROBLEM 

It would seem that we should take the time to look 
at our future schools, not with the immediate viewpoint 
in mind, but with a long range viewpoint. 

Our Glen Road School Building Committee has run into 
some trouble as has been related at some length in this 
paper. Before that our High School Building Committee 
had some problems, and our Wildwood School | Building Com 
mittee had quite a few problems, all of which had to be 
cimped into the lap of the tow. 

We are not criticizing the members of these indi- 
vidual conmittees.We are trying instead to assess their 
common trouble. Surely, somewhere, there must have 
been a point where some one could say "if we had done 
this differently—". 

Each of the three committees were, or are, composed 
of men of good common sense, possessed with a good will 
and a desire to get things done.’ Yet, at least in the 
beginning they have the same common ingredient — no 
experience. 

iow our Finance Committee has come up with what may 
well be the answer - 

Our Finance Committee is g dng to propose a Perma- 
nent School Building Committee, with definite terms of 
office, so that the committee waild be one with con- 
tinuity, and one in which the experience of building 
the previous school could be used in the schools to 
come. 

According to the proposal, the Town Manager would 
appoint a committee of, say, five members.‘ Some would 
be appoihted for one year, some for two, and some for 
three.’ When their term expires someone else would be 
eppointed, and the accumilated experience could always 
be thus available. 

But the Finance Committee has gone even farther -and 
made a suggestion that should remove one of the other 
complaints that we have heard come from our various 
School Building Committees - the complaint being that 
they da't get sufficient backing from the Selectmen

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chenged his mind, “according to what the Town Menager 
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‘and the Finance Committee, to name two of the boards. 
Along with the five men on the committee there would 


be three more persons, with full rights except for that |-- 


of voting. 

One of these members would be appointed by the Fi- 
nence Committee, out of their board. A second would be 
appointed by the School Committee, from their menber— 
ship, and a third would be a Selectman, appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. 

These three men waild not only be able to "steer" 
the Permanent School Building out of some of the errors 
made by previous school building committees, but could, 
at the seme time keep their own boards fully informed 
as to developments, thus making for better cooperation. 

Our Finance Committee is noted for taking a pretty 
tough attitude to the proposals of any other committee, 
and by that we don't mean just School Building Commi t- 
tees. 

We have heard this complaint many times, through the 
years, and it has been our observation that the com- 
plaint is forthcoming when the Finance Committee sis- 
pects that they have not been given a full picture of 
what is going on. 

Perhaps the committee has believed that they have 
done just this, but they haven't really prepared their 
material in such a way that the Finance Committee is 
certain of everything. 

With a member of the Finance Committee to advise and 


assist, this shouldn't happen. 


In the same manner there would be better understand- 
ing end liason with the Selectmen and the School (Commit 
tee. 
Another thought in the same vein, which perhaps the 
Finance Committee has already covered, is to have this 
building not just a School Building Committee, but a 
Building Comittee. If we have such a committee, build 
ing up a cumilative experience, wouldn’t it be a shame 
not to use it if we were to - for instance - build a 
new Town Hall? 

Remember what happened at the Fire Station.

1. The polling of the votes was being taken by tel- 
ephone. This is a practice to which he objects. He 
says that the vote should only be called for in a reg- 
ular meeting.’ 

2.-Mr.- Gillis wanted to have a good look at the new 
proposals, before he cast. his vote.* New proposals were 
being made, that everyone knew, and for that reason 
they were willing that the Board of Appeals hear those 
proposals. But, Mr. Gillis knew that the Planning 
Board was entitled to look at those proposals, and he 
wanted to do this first, before he cast his ballot. 


THE OVERWORKED TOW COUNSEL 

One sage gentleman of our acquaintance has remarked 
that the Town Counsel, Atty Philip Buzzell has already 
eamed his pay, each year, by the eighth of January.* 
This remark was sustained in the Selectmen's meeting 
Monday night, when more work was again dumped into his 
lap, as happens in every selectmen's meeting.- It is dif 
ficult to recall a meeting in which some knotty legal 
mentions is not referred to the Town Counsel.° 

erhaps some of the questions are not difficult, but 
they do take time to answer, and our Town Counsel is 
without doubt one of the most sought after attorneys in 
the Commonweal th of Massachusetts, so that time is not 
something that he has to spare.” 

The latest thing to be dumped in his lap is a ques- 
tion of the Town Dump.° As an aftermath of the last fire 
there the town cased some sand or gravel in the Van 
Steensburg property to be moved, to cover residual oil 
which may have been a contributing factor to the re- 
cent fires in that area.’ 

Mr Van Steensburg, through his attorney, wants the 
hole to be filled, a ja that Nick De Felice estimates 
will cost $1000.°Mr.: De Felice leads one school of 
thought which says that the hole should not be filled, 
while on the opposite side of the fence is Mrs. Wavie 
Drew. 

According tc r.:De Felice's observations the oil in 
the area is "new", and could not have come from the 
Town Dump dumpings of several years ago. He argues that 
it could have been dumped only by trucks on the Van 
Steensburg land, and thus the responsibility is not up 
to the town.- In eradicating the fire menace caused by 
this oil on the Van Steensburg lend, Mr. De Felice ar 
gues that there was an improvement of the private pro- 
perty involved, at the cost of the town, which paid for 
one week's work by bulldozer to do this. 

And now Mr.- Buzzell has to sit down and think that 
one out, that in addition to the other problems handed 
to him by the Selectmen, the Board of Appeals, the 
Planning Board, and the Town Menager, to mention a few,

Housing Authority conveyed to 
the Sel ectmen. 

The final area may be larger, 
or it may be smaller than is 
shown on the original proposal 

The WHA had strongly consid- 
ered taking over land on Main 
Street, down to the Mobil Gas 
Station, so that @ road could 
be cut in, in back of Griffins 
Hardware Store. This was not 
included in the original plan 
because of the added cost, but 
it may well be included in the 
final plan, to be drawn in the 
next six months, if the pro- 
posal is approved. 

Costs Uncertain 

Mrs Wavie Drew asked ques- 
tions about the original $62, 
000 to be advanced - would the 
town have to pay this back, etc 
etc. 

She was told that there has 
been no instance, as yet, in 
which such a payment was asked 
when, @ municipality did not go 
through with the plans, but 
that the Federal Government 
had the legal right to ask for 
the money in such a case. 

Mr, Smith revealed that he 
had made a special trip to New 
York City for the purpose of 
talking over this point and 
others with the Federal Author 
ities, and that this was the 
answer that had been given to 
him, 

The $62,000 to be advanced is 
a certain thing, Smith said. 
There was no doubt in his 
voice as he made the statement 
If, after the Town Meeting in 
which this is to be put to the 
town for approval, the Town 
still wants to go through with 
the idea of Urban Renewal, the 
$62,000 then becomes a part of 
the overall cost. vl. 

It is impossible at this’time 
to estimate exactly the costs, 
he also stated. At this time 
they had a preliminary figure 
of $600,000 net, one third of 
which would be the town’s 
share. 

Town Manager Courtney pointed 
out that if the property only 
doubles in value the costs of 
the bonds, on the town’s part 
would be more than paid for in 
the resulting increase in tax- 
Taking the estimated val- 
at $400,000 for the proper- 
ty as it now stands, this 
meant an increase of $800,000, 
he pointed out, and he would 
not be surprised to see the fi 
ure somewhere around $1 mill- 
ion, or perhaps more, when the 
improvements are made. 

Way Streets? 
Smith told the Selectmen that

A new street would be cut 
through from Church Street to 
Middlesex Avenue, and then one 
way streets would be made, with 
Main Street one way towards 
Reading, Church Street one way 
towards North Wilmington, the 
new street one way towards Sil 
ver Lake, and Middlesex Ave. 
one way towards Main Street. 

Walker School 

The inclusion of the Walker 
School and the Highway Depart- 
ment Building in the original 
Plans had been for several 
purposes, Smith explained. 

He pointed out that it was 
one of the oldest schools in 
town, and that the day might 
presumably come within the 
next few years when the School 
Department might want to get 
rid of it, a thought that was 
seconded by the Town Manager. 

If the school was taken off 
the towns hands by the Urban 
Renewal, the town would thus 
get a credit for the building, 
to be used as part of the mo- 
ney supplied by the tow. 

Smith emphasized that the re- 
gulations call for a complete 
agreement by all tow boards 
and committees, and that he 
wasn’t just proposing to do 
something to the town’s school 
buildings without the School 
Department’ s consent.
